One of the biggest dIows ever to hit the social life of Macdonold 
College occurred Wednesday morning between the hours of four 
and nine. Hotel Larry Moquin, which through the years had been 
a mainstay of college social life, college spirit and college folk- 
lore, was destroyed by a spectacular 400,000 dollar fire which 
claimed the life of two men. 

The loss of the popular gathering place, where most class parties 
were held, makes the question of beer at class parties on campus 
take on a much greater significance.

Council Explains 
Beer Problem 

'*No beer at class parties" has stimulated much discussion 
on campus this past week. In order that Failt-Ye readers may 
have a better understanding of Council's ottitude, the follow- 
ing is a brief resume of what has transpired since class par- 
ties came under study. 



Review of the improvement 
of conduct at class parties 
was initiated on Nov. 2 by 
recommendation from a staff 
guest ^crfio* tiai! i^impeTuiiyd' 5" 
recent class party. 

A committee was set up to 
study this and as a result 
the following proposals were 
presented. (Proposals 1-8). 

The general opinion of 
Council was that classes must 
be encouraged to hold class 
parties on campus. Concern 
was expressed about a few of 
the class parties being held 
outside the immediate Ste. 
Anne's area which tends to 
increase transportation haz- 
ards. 

The majority of Council 
members felt that beer and 
sherry could be served on 
campus if controls were en- 
forced and respected. It was 
repeatedly mentioned that Mc- 
Gill Union has a club license 
which permits the serving of 
beer under certain conditions. 
However, the situation at Mac- 
donald is quite different and 
unique due to the fact that 
the majority of students are 
under 20. 

Council accepts responsibility 

This Council expressed a 
willingness to accept the re- 
sponsibilities of regulating 
and controlling the service 
of beer at class parties. It 
must be stressed, however, 
that a ruling to serve beer 
at class parties is one that 
could not be rescinded. 

Are our facilities adequate 
to permit the serving of beer 
at class parties? The Old 
Coffee Shop area in Brittain 
Hall has been set aside as 
a class party area. It has 
been renovated and provides 
a suitable location for parties

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EDITORIAL 

Beer Or No Beer 
That's The Question 

During the past week there has been a lot of discussion 
on the subject of beer at class parties on campus for seniors, 
Juniors, and other classes in which a nnajority of the students 
are over the legal drinking age of twenty. 

This discussion was stimulated by last weeks article in 
this paper, which was written to inform the readers of the 
issues at stake, and to stir up some controversy on campus. 
But this was not the only reason: it was quite obvious during 
the council meeting at which the decision was made, that 
the vote had been taken prematurely, and it seemed that 
perhaps the council had not shown enough concern about the 
opinion of the students. As this paper feels it has an obligation 
to the students of Macdonald, we thought it might do some 
good to remind the council that their Job was to represent 
the students, and one way of doing this was to get the students 
questioning the council members, and in fact taking them to 
task; I hoped it worked. 

People have also asked me for my opinion on the subject, 
so here it is from the horse's pen. Firstly, being a senior, 
I honestly don't care if the parties are held on campus or 
off campus, but to be held on campus it is a foregone con- 
clusion that beer must be served, for the simple fact that 
the majority of the class enjoy a nice cold beer. I do however, 
have opinions on why I feel beer should be served at these 
class parties. (There are reasons against beer on campus, 
and you have probably already heard them.) 

First, it is at college where a majority of students learn 
to drink, and it is a well known fact that this is one lesson 
that has got to be learned the right way. Everyone knows 
the story of the young college kid who gets slopped every 
time he goes drinking, or goes to a class party. Now this 
is no fun for the person involved, and must certainly be kept 
to a minimum. I maintain that such a thing would be much 
less likely to occur in a place on campus, such as the old 
coffee shop, where there would be no "hard stuff" and there 
would be people in charge who were not interested in profit, 
but instead were interested in keeping trouble to a minimum 
so they would not lose the privilege of having more parties. 



Secondly, I feel that there would be less drinking on the 
whole at a party on campus, where there would be more 
emphasis on fun and dancing; after all it is a long walk 
down town Just for a beer, which leads to the third reason, 
distance. I don't think there is anyone who will argue the 
fact that there would be more girls willing to go stag to a 
party on campus than to go off campus. (Let's face it, no 
girl likes to risk walking, back from downtown alone). This 
is especially so now that "Joe's" has been destroyed, and, 
in fact, this magnifys the problem greatly. This would lead 
to larger turnouts at class parties, and would in turn make 
class parties real class parties. 

Last. I feel that too much emphasis is put on the fact 
that this privilege is for a minority group (Juniors and sen- 
iors). It is best not to forget that the first and second year 
students will progress to 3rd and 4th years, and will in turn 
get the benefits of well supervised "beer" parties. 

This is not an evil, but a step in the right direction. Like all 
steps, it should be taken with caution and safeguards; but, with 
foresight and planning, it can be a move which will not only be 
a benefit for the students themselves, but will also be a credit to 
the students who were able to initiate such a progressive step. It 
is my belief that the rewards will far outweigh the disadvantages.

We feel, as we enter the 
second term in this academic year, that this is an opportune time to 
define, in brief, our editorial policy for the benefit of you our read' 
ers in understanding our position in the fields in which we work. 

First: This newspaper is in exi stance to keep the student body 



informed on matters important in their lives on this campus. This 
does not only pertain to notices of up-and-coming events, but also 
to frequent reports on the activities of our student organisations, 
especially those of the Student's Council — the most important 
student body on this campus. We feel, that at this time of year, 
these reports are of the greatest importance. It is therefore our 
aim to intensify and improve our work in this field, 

S^QQnd; This newspaper is required to represent all events and 
campus groups with equal fairness, J^al so to minimize the cost 
of publishing to the lowest possible level. For this reason, the 
editorial board is considering a suggestion to charge one- third 
the normal advertising rate to activities requiring more than one- 
^uort^r of a page per issue, for their announcements. We feel that 
this innovation will initiate better planning of advertizing campaigns 
by the activities involved, as well as improving the efficiency of 
the paper construction. 

Third: A very important consideration of this staff is the main- 

tenance of a high level of printing decency. This is the automatic 
ommission of all material containing filthy language, personal 
slander, and elements of direct personal revenge. If we have c/e- 
viated from this rule, it was due to individual oversight, not to a 
deliberate relaxation of policy. These occurances cause our own 
vigilence to increase, and thus will improve our publication. 

Fourth: Our paper must also fill the position of a medium for

liberal in all ways as long as the material does not deviate from 
the required level of decency as outlined above. 

Fifth: The FAILT-YE TIMES is a ^ilujdsnt newspaper; it is con- 



cerned with the affairs of the student body, and wherever possible 
we abstafn from concerning ourselves with the affairs of other 
offices. We wish to maintain this policy since it will in all events 
promote better feeling, and co-operations with these offices. 

Our Editorial Board hopes to improve our publication with these 
policies in mind, and we expect our readers to respect our position 
in all direct and indirect dealing with this newspaper.

Council Change 

Dear Sir; 

In view of the vast major- 
ity of education students en- 
rolled at Macdonald College, 
consideration should be given, 
in the near future, to elect 
two education representatives 
to sit on Students' Council.

Therefore, 
if two councillors were cho- 
sen, one could be elected in 
the spring and the other in 
the fall. By doing this, the 
representative elected in the 
spring would learn the duties 
of the former councillor and 
could pass this information 
on to the fall representative. 
From here two councillors 
could carry on the work and 
in ^the following spring the 
member elected in the pre- 
vious spring would step down.

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A Famous Politician Visits MAC. 

Yesterday, Mocdonald College was honoured to have as its guest, Mde. Claire K irki and-Cas- 
grain, who lectured to the French 100 class and others interested in "Politics in Quebec". 
Mde. Casgrain was kind enough to spend a few minutes with me, during which I was able to find 
out a bit about herself, her duties, and her views on some topics. 



As you know, Mde Casgrain 
has recently been appointed 
to the post of Minister of 
Transportation and Communi- 
cation, and this post in it- 
self needs some explaining. 
This Department is respon- 
sible for the Motor- Vehicle 
Bureau which issues licenses, 
car registrations, and driv- 
ing permits. There are also 
three boards under the ad- 
ministration of the Depart- 
ment. There is the Board of 
Transport, the Board of Ex- 
propriation, and the Board of 
Public Service, which is re- 
sponsible, among other things, 
for the telecommunications 
within the province, and also 
for issuing permits to private 
telephone companies. Last, 
but not least, there is the 
Public Security Board. This 
involves providing security to 
all citizens on the roads. As 
we are all aware, the traf- 
fic fatality rate in Quebec is 
the highest in Canada. 

Through the Department of 
Transportation and Communi- 
cation, the board of Public 
Security is attempting to cut 
down on accidents by improv- 
ing driver education, trying to 
emphasize the necessity of 
making sure that all cars on 
the roads are in good condi- 
tion, and to co-operate with 
the Roads Department to see 
that road signs are properly 
indicated. This is quite a task 
for anyone. 

Mde Casgrain is French, 
speaks an almost perfect Eng- 
lish, and has also informed 
me that she speaks Spanish 
and is very anxious to learn 
Italian. I therefore proceeded 
to ask her about the problem 
of bilingual ism in the prov- 
ince and also about the way 
in which French was taught 
in the schools. She suggested 
that, as a layman in the field 



of education, she thought that: 
within the past few years there 
has been some improvement 
on the quality and the amount 
of French taught in the Eng- 
lish schools, but that a lot 
more was needed. Unfortu- 
nately, there seems to be too 
much conformity and definite- 
ly not enough exchange be- 
tween French and English- 
speaking pupils. The Parent 
Commission Report is, of 
course, in favour of this type 
of exchange. Perhaps too, said 
Mde Casgrain, grade 3 is too 
late to start learning French 
and perhaps we should model 
ourselves after the European 
countries, where most of the 
inhabitants learn 2 languages 
when they are young. She also 
stated that one should learn 
French not only with the sole 
purpose of achieving bi- 
lingual ism but also to fulfill 
a want for learning. 

Why is it that more French 
people speak English than 
vice-versa? Mde Casgrain 
thinks that perhaps it is be- 
cause the French people are 
not as shy as the English 
and therefore put to practice 
even the little English that 
they might know. Also, Eng- 
lish-speaking people could 
improve themselves by read- 
ing French newspapers, 
watching French movies and 
television, and listening to 
French radio stations. There 
are also French summer 
schools (for the really am- 
bitious students) which she 
greatly recommends. 

And last, was the question 
concerning the future of wom- 
en in politics. She said that 
she definitely encourages 
women to go into politics if 
that is where their main in- 
terests lie. At first Mde Cas- 
grain was a bit of a novelty 
in Quebec politics and receiv- 



ed much publicity but now, 
her sex is forgotten-as far 
as politics go. 

We are sure that Mde Cas- 
grain will continue all her 
good work and will come back 
to visit us here at Mac some 
time in the near future, when 
she can find the time.

Has anyone noticed the tre- 
mendous wave of enthusiasm 
sweeping over these, our sac- 
red halls of learning? There is 
an obvious need around here 
for a gathering of forces to 
draw a pretty lethargic stu- 
dent body into something sub- 
stantial and supportive. 

I have found that anyone who 
is no one, having any shreds of 
enthusiasm is inevitably suck- 
ed into the mass of apathy 
yawning in the halls. Their in- 
itiative is stifled as they get 
no support and are given no 
opportunity to display their 
ideas or to make suggestions 
to those select few on commit- 
tees whose meetings are ap- 
parently Jealously guarded 
secrets. 

Recently, I attended a class 
meeting at which there were 
about fourteen other attend- 
ants. I might add that the class 
is a very large one, and that 
very few individuals in that 
class knew anything at all 
about the meeting. With such 
poor response (as a result of 
poor advertising combined 
with general disinterest) I 
wonder if these "secret com- 
mittees" can justify their 
existance. Another general 
peeve is that activities are not 
planned with the commuter in 
mind. Can lack of interest be 
partially attributed to distance 
from the college and travelling 
inconvenience? 

The Students' Council, in 
studying the problem of sti- 
mulating mass interest in 
activities, have proposed giv- 
ing Frosh priority in resid- 
ence accommodation and in- 
troducing more effectively or- 
ganization reps and their func- 
tions as an extension of the 
Frosh Orientation Program. 



Many students are beginning 
to believe that science and 
Christian religion are at op- 
posite ends of a very long pole. 
Many of them believe that 
science can now create life in 
a test tube and therefore has 
replaced God. To them, the 
Christian Religion seems very 
irrelavent to modern life. 

This trend of thought has 
been encouraged by the mod- 
ern systems of education, in 
which those who study science 
rarely crack the cover of a text 
on History or Divinity. Many of 
them believe that Science has 
shown many of the Bible' s pas- 
sages to be untrue or even im- 
possible. The creation and the 
miracles are often cited in ad- 
ditions to the original text or 
stories equivalent to Fairy 
Tales. But this is not so, as 
recent discoveries of earlier 
and better manuscripts have 
shown that the oddities still 
are present. Secondly to re- 
move them is neither literary 
nor scientific procedure. It is 
not scholarly nor scientifi- 
cally correct to edit sources 
of data to confuse the issue. 
The "rationalist" or "human- 
ist" have attempted to use 
scientific finding as a basis of 
their own philosophy of life 
and advertise it as a substi- 
tute for Christianity. Accord- 
ing to them men must rid him- 
self of superstition and face 
life on an adult level. This ac- 
cording to them will lead to a 
happy world. The message of 
the Bible teaches that there is 
something wrong with the 
world and gives a remedy for 
its woes for more than any 
humanist theory is capable of 
expounding. 

Scientific study is hemmed 
in by its own scope and limi- 
tations. The study of science

is the study of systems of 
knowledge based upon certain 
data collected by experiment. 
The scientific method can be 
applied to all studies, but that 
does not mean that it is the 
best method of description. 
For example of this - sym- 
phony in terms of frequences, 
overtones and mathematical 
regularities progressing in 
time. While complete, this 
description would have very 
little meaning to someone who 
had had no experience in that 
field of music. The description 
which likened the symphony to 
sorrow, Joy, or some other as- 
pect of human emotion or ex- 
perience would have more 
meaning to the common man. 

Science is capable of 
answering many questions. If 
we want to know why an apple 
fell to the ground, the scien- 
tist would be capable of giv- 
ing us a detailed explanation 
of the Law of Gravity, but 
this still does not tell us why. 
The final analysis of the ques- 
tion would show that science 
has no answer, nor will it find 
the complete answer. Science 
can never explain why such a 
relationship exists. 

Science answers many spe- 
cialized questions. Consider 
a fire in a fireplace. Why is 
it burning. There are two pos- 
sible answers. One might be 
because someone was thought- 
ful enough to light it, while 
the second might be because 
it consists largely of carbon, 
an element which can undergo 
exothermic reaction. Science 
can only contribute the second 
of these answers. Christianity 
deals with more basic ques- 
tions and uses language like 
that of the first. Its voice is 
the Bible.

How to be able to discuss the Parent report intelligently 
without having to understand the whole thing.

(The first in a series of articles of two, maybe three, articles on the Parent report). 



The 210 recommendations 
contained in part two of the 
second report of the Quebec 
Royal Commission of Edu- 
cation, cover almost every 
conceivable aspect of elemen- 
tary and, secondary school ad- 
ministration, curriculum, and 
teaching. For myself a mere 
novice in the fascinating and 
complex business of educa- 
tion, and for my fellow Mac 
Ed. students who are in the 
same boat - a boat which has 
suddenly taken off on a very 
new but very carefully char- 
tered course - there is a feel- 
ing that it is important for 
us to know all about this re- 
port, which is of such vital 
significance to the profes- 
sion we are about to enter. 

However, it Is obvious that 
a complete critical analysis 
of this momentous document, 
with its manifold broad in- 
terpretations, would present a 
formidable task for even the 
most highly educated educa- 
tors. How, then, are we be- 
ginners - the very people who 
are to be the most crucially 
affected by the report - to 
approach It? 

With this problem in mind, 
my colleagues and I have 
thankfully hit upon a sure 
fire method for understanding 
the Report - a method so valid 
that we have written to the 
Quebec Dept. of Education 
suggesting that they incor- 
porate this as a 403rd re- 
commendation. For some rea- 
son, our suggestion was not 
adopted, but here it is any- 
way, for the intended use of 
all prospective teachers who 
are readers of the Failt-Ye 
Times (I know at least three). 

The suggestion is simply 
that each Ed. Student: - 

1. Pick the particular topic 
in the field of education 
that he or she is most 
interested in and then; 

2. skim the Parent report 
searching for any points 
that refer to that topic; 

3. write a reasonably good 
(i.e., capable of passing 
Eng. 500 c) summary of 
these above mentioned 
points; 

4. memorize it, and 

5. when asked by anyone what 
is your opinion on the Pa-

rent Report, recite your 
summary, remembering to 
quote at least one recom- 
mendation verbatim. 
One such topic, most thor- 
oughly dealt with by the Re- 
port, is the intellectual de 
velopment of children and 
youth, and the educational 
guidance thereof. Pertaining 
to this, the implications of 
the Parent Report are that, 
henceforth, there will be a 
much greater emphasis on the 
education. This means, spe- 
cifically, a system of edu- 
cation which is almost com- 
pletely governed by the needs 
and interests of the pupils 
- as opposed to the system 
of education which is much 
more greatly influenced by 
cultural, religious, and tra- 
ditional attitudes. Naturally, 
the logic behind this new and 
refreshing approach is that,

This idea of education be- 
ing directly geared to the 
needs of society is well il- 
lustrated by the 193rd recom- 
mendation, that:- 

the time table include 

(a) arts and means of ex- 
pression, (b) the natural and 
social sciences, (c) develop- 
ment of methods of thinking; 
and that this all - round de- 
velopment of the student, BE 
DETERMINED BY THE VO- 
CATIONAL GUIDANCE 
SERVICE on the basis of the 
aptitudes and inclinations of 
the child for the career which 
he wishes to follow." 

The idea here is that of 
the pupil, through the educa- 
tive process, being led, guid- 
ed, and directed through a 
lengthy series of learning ex- 
periences which will produce 
those changes in behaviour 
which will result in he or she 
acquiring the competence to 
take his or her place, not 
only as a skilled member of 
the Province's labour force.
